THE MAN WHO CAN’T BE CONTROLLED 



In the December 4th issue of this 
paper, we printed au article, rt YouCa 
Be Controlled - Only In America Can 
a Rizzo Become Mayor”. in that ar- 
ticle, we described not only the mayor- 
alty eïection farce that tock place in 
Philadelphia, but aiso touched upon 
Francis L. Rizzo’s campaign against 
Keverend Henry Nichols, the pastor of 
Janes Methodist Church in German- 
town (a Fhiladelphla suburb). 

The disgusting sltuationsurrounding 
this affair, which was to climax with 
one of Rizzo's most viclous insults co 
the Black community, began in No¬ 
vember of 1967, As many Black Phila« 
delphians can recall, one day that 
month, Black students peacefully 
demonstrated en masse at the Board 
of Educarion Building, totrsmsformthe 
Philadelpbia education system into a 
meaningfuj one for Black students» 
Naturally, the polios were out in full 
force. Rizzo’s command of '‘Get their 
black iïsseg” set rhe police upon the 
students, brutalizing them at wilL 

Superintendent of Schools, Mark 
Shedd, watched the scene from a win- 
dow, and publicly criticized Rizzo for 
this inhuman attack upon unarmed 
youths, and anyone else who happened 
to get In the way (such as a mm, 
who was beaten as she tried to pro¬ 
leet some of the students). Of course, 
this hurt the enormous ego of 

Frank L, Rizzo, then Police Com- 
missioner. Therefore, wben Shedd 
later came out in favor of a Student 
Bi 11 of Righcs, this was jusr coo much, 
One of Rizzo's “promises”, during 
his mayoralty campaign, was hls illegal 
threat tofire Shedd "withinlS seconds” 
after he was elected mayor. 

Re verend Henry Nichols, a Black 
minister and member of the School 
Board, became the center of this dis- 
pute, by break ing a 3 - 3 tie vote on 
wh ether or not to retain Shedd as 
Superintendent, Of course this brought 
down the fïery wrath of out-going 
mayor Tate (who is controlled by 
Rizzo). Not too long afterward,it be- 
came known that Reverend Nichols was 
not to be re-appointed to the School 
Board, He had been removed from the 
School Board. 

The Black community* which 
strongly supports Reverend Nichols, 
would not tolerate this state of af- 
fairs, and began a vigorous campaign 
ro have, tbe/hrotber re.-appoinxed, tn 


the face of 16,000 nam es dem onding 
that he be reappointed, Tate-Rizzo 
Tiaid, “No”. Subsequently, Tate cold 
him, ”You can’t be controlled”, 

Naturally, this outraged the Black 
Community which massed a large de¬ 
mons tration at City Hall, Hundreds of 
peopie came out. Since Black people 
mean nothing and are to be ignored 
in the thinking of Tate- Rizzo, tbere 
has been no favorable response to our

cott of all white businesses in Phüa- 
detphla until Reverend Nichols is re- 
apoinred, The Pennsy 1 vania Chapter of 
the Black Fanther Party heartily en-

United States . The new facilüy re- 
placed the old Katie Biting Hospital, 
which was on the same site, and had 
been serving the commmity since 1937. 
The old Katie Biting Hospital was 
poorly equipped and staffed. The new 
Reynolds Memorial Hospital became a 
real improvement. White the hospital 
mcinly serves the Black commmity of 
Winston-S&lem, it also serues part 
of the white commimity. The emergency 
room handles most of iheamergencies 
(accidents, heart attacks, stabbings, 
shootings) in the Black commimity of 
Winston-Salem, and is, therefore, ob- 
viously necessary for the people*s sur¬ 
vival, 

The Forsytk Comty Hospital Au- 


pletely* Therefore t wken people in the 
Black commmity are in emergency 
room situations, and in urgent need 
of immediate medical attention t they 
will have to go to Forsytk Memorial 
Hospital on the other side of lovm t 
miles away. 


Many Black people will die on the 
way past RMH going to Forsytk Mem- 
oriaL Waat this amounts to is pre- 
plarmed, deliberate murder of Black 
People, IJ such an emergency patiënt 
makes it to RMH, he will have to 
suffer slout, red tape before being 
treated, The re are many emergencies 
in the Black community.

TO IUDGE DAVID 


The train of abuses and efforts 
against the survival of David Hilliard 
by the State of California continues. 
Folsom officials have harassed, 
kicked out and removed visitorsfrom 
David* s Ksts, They have also held up 
and eensored his mail to and from 
hls famüy and friends, They have 
even denied David his legal ma- 
terials, as well as any reading 
materials of any sort. Everything 
has been done to break his spirit, 
co destroy his manhood. 

Folsom officials are now reduced 
to using the same pitiful tactics 
ased when David was at CMC (Cali- 
fomïa MeiTs Colony). The tactic is 
to create an incident (either fabri- 
cate or distort one) that can be used 
to bring more policical frame-up 
charges against Mm, in order to add 
more time to his total sentence, 

For example, at CMC* a guard 
(specifically, the “yard captain**) ha¬ 
rassed David, early each morning, 
to “ent the grass”, When David 
refused to perform this task or take 
“orders” from a guard who had no 
jurisdiction over Mm, he waspromp- 
tly brought before CMC'sdisciplinary 
board* He was found guilty of in- 
subordination. For this, another year 
was added to his sentence. 

Folsom officials, however, did not 
even bother to fabricate a credible 
story. They have created an even more 
absurd and ridiculous charge. They 
have had the audacity to charge that 
David was banging on the ceiling of 
his cell* David is under six feet 
tallp The adjustment center cell in 
which he is constantly contained is 
nine feet in height. He was supposed 
to have been tapping out a “secret 
code” to a neighbor in the cell a- 
bove him. The banging, or tapping, 
was supposed to have been in Morse 
Code {an old system of wrixten sym- 
bols or sounds used to designate 
letters or numbers, developed by a 
Samuel Morse, aroimd 1840*) When 
you consïdcr that Black people (as 
a rule) are seldom cauglit or given 
the opportunity to leam Morse Code, 
or the Uke, and that a man less than 
six feet rail has difficulty in reaching.

This incident was fabricated justin 
time for DavitFs first appearanee be* 
forethe California Adult Authority, 
which is scheduled for December 20th, 
Wnat exactly is the “Adult Au- 


thority”? The Adult Authority (or 
parole Board) is the group of eight 
fascists which determmes who gets 
out of prison, when and under what 
conditions. ïn California, this board 
is dïvided into two teams, of fcur 
each. These two teams travel tbrough^ 
out the State from prison camp to pri¬ 
son camp. They spend about ten 
minutes considering the case or files 
of each prisoner brought before them. 
Based on cheir value system and a 
prisoner's file or behavior record 
in the prison (upon which such “in- 
fractions” as David's are recorded 
and which the prisoner is never al- 
lowed to see), a decision is made as 
to whether a person wiil be released, 
parolcd or remain incarcerated, 

Who are these particular eight fas* 
cists?The ringleader and chairman is 
a mart named Kerr.an ex-commander 

of the Detective Division of the in- 
famous and murderous Los Angel es 
(California} Foiice Department. He 
served the L.A.F.D, for thirty years 
before coming to the Adult Authority, 
Other members of the Board are:an 
ex-FBi agent, Lynum, who, along with 
J. Edgar Hoover, aided in the U,S. 
govemment , s repression of the peo~ 
ple for over rwenty-five years; an 
ex-correctionai officer (meaning 
prison guard), Hoovar, who later 
moved up to a supervisory position 
in the training of other guards; a 
retired police chief, Charles Brown, 
of Richmond (California), originator 
of the ''shoöt-tQ-kÜT' tactic for 
riot duty; ex-Deputy D,A P s, Bowter 
and Edman, rwo defenders of the 
Staceis domeatic murderous, inhuman 
policies; Lopez, another ex-guard and 
a man named Cordon, a former 
probation department supervisor and 
son of an ex-governor of the Virgin 
Islands. 

At a salary of $25,000 a year 
each, it is this body of supeofascists 
which forces their valae iudgernonts 
on the men and women from the pri¬ 
son commuiiity, On a racist whim, 
or for whatever reason, thev can 
and have denied hundreds of prisoners 
their return to the mimmuTi com- 
munity, year afcer yeax.

cidents leading up co the Selma to 
Montgomery march, In Selma, Ala- 
bama, SNCC (Student Non-Violent Co- 
ordinating Committee) in response 
to the shooting of Jimmy Lee Jackson, 
up in Monroe County, SNCC had talked 
with the iocal residents, They feit that 
in order to point uui that Jimmy Lee 
Jackson had been killed because of 
his efforts to organize the Black com- 
munity to votlng, that there should be 


a march srarting in Monroe County, 
where Jimmy was killed, goingthrough 
Dallas County (where Selma is), on 
through Lowndes County, and on to the 
Montgomery County, where the state 
Capital is, to dramatize the need for 
BJacks to register tn vore, rhe need 
for a votlng rights bill and rhe fact 
that Blacks like Jimmy Lee Jackson 
were being murdered because they 
were trying to cxerciae their righrs* 
SNCC was joined by the SCLC in this 
effort. Ün March 9, 1965, was the first 


Q: Were you in Cicero, Illinois, when 
they were marching for oprtfhousing 
conditions? 

FATHER NEIL: Right, There were dif¬ 
ferent areas in Chicago where we were 
marching for open housing, Somewere 
Marquette Park, Gage Park, South 
Peering (these are some of the notable 
piaces, where the most dramatic, most 
violent responses of the whïtes inChi- 
cago took place), lt was toward the end 
of the summer of 1966 that an open 
housing march was attempted in Ci¬ 
cero, However, a march did not takc 
place, because there was such a vio¬ 
lent response on the part of the people 
in Cicero, 

Q: You have been described as the 
"Pamher Cleric” and "Huey P, New- 
ton’s Spiritual Advisor 1 ’, Wben and how 
did you become tnvoived and 
associated with the Black Panrher 
Party? 

FATHER NEIL: As imentionedearliei 
l came out here in July 1967, and back 
in Chicago 1 had heard about the Black 
Panther Party* When [ got out here, 

I heard about it, of course. This is 
where it was organized, I spent the 
last 6 months of 1967 feeling my way 
around the scene here. Uien, aroimd 
Febi uary, 1968, t began visiting Huey 
at the Alameda County Jatl, He wae 
there having been armsted for the 
alleged shooting of somc policeofficer 
in West Gakland (I can’t recall his 
name* U's not important,) At any rate. 

1 was visiting Huey in Alameda County 
JaÜ, Shortly aftei this, toward the end 
of 196K, when Bobby and David and 
several others were busted on this al- 
leged illegal weapons charge, con- 
spiracy to do something, after one of 
the hearings that Bobby had to go toup 
in Berkeley, I let David know that if

FATHBR NEIL: Wéü, number one* I 
relate very much with the 10-point 
program. As 1 read the scene with 
Black people aeross the country, t 
believe that the Black Panther Party 
has the most incisive anaiysis and 
response to the scenc in America. 

As 1 suggested earlier, the mood 
of Blacks around the country was 
changing (In 1968), the response of 
Blacks to the racism and oppression 
of this country. We saw that the powers- 
that-be did not respond to non-vio- 
lence* so Blacks were forced to take 
another seance* The Deacons for De- 
fense and Justiee during that time also 
survived, Of course* we had the Street 
rebellions of Watts, and eo forth, and 
Blacks were standing up and trying to 
find a way to respond to the op- 

presslon that they fek and lived with 
day by day. The Party, very simply, 
as l understood the Party, was saying 
we want to put these programs into 
operatlon; and iPs been the case, 
historlcally, whönever these programs 
have been put into operatlon, the mili¬ 
tary has been sent in to stop them* 
The Party is saying that whenever the 
military is sent In, Black people will 
defend themselves, as we have* because 
we can have no defense from any 
other place,.* And, 1 elt that the Party 
was in the vanguard of this response. 


I fcnow that the Party would be getting 
a lot of misunderstanding, a lot of 
frak, which it stlll continues to do, 
Ho wever, 1 believe in the way rhe Party 
has moved, ind, through my own oh- 
servation and my o wn experlence. Plus, 
I love the brothers and h liters in the 
Party. There are a lot of beautiful 
brothers and sisters in it, 

Q; With what other organizations are 
you presen tly hivolved, and what is 
your work with them? 

FATHER NEIL: l am a member of 
the Alamo Black Clergy, which is m 
interdenominational group of Black 
clergy in the Bay Area (Northern Ca- 
lïfornia). One of The rhings that we try 
to do is we try to show the role 
that organized religion has, as far as 
the Black Liberation Movementiscon- 
cemed É 

Pm presently the Chaïrman of the 
Bay Area Union of Black Episeopal- 
ians, This might be referred to as a 
B3ack Caucus withïn the Episcopal 
chureli here in California. What we're 
dotng is we've organized Black Epis- 


copalians to lift up and try and change 
the racism that the Episcopal Ghurch 
perpetuates in many areas: Be it in 
employment; be it in curriculum; he it 
in business investments; and so forth, 

Pm also Chairman of the Bay Area 
Ad Hoe Gommittee on Grand Jury re¬ 
form, And, Pm just a member of the 
communicy, in gene ral; whatever 
groups want, if 1 can be of assistance 
to any kind of groups that function in 
the community, 

Q: At one time you were a member of 
the Alameda Count> r Grand Jury* From 
your direct expenence, could you give 
us your opinion of the worklngs of 
the Grand Jury and why so few Black 
and other poor people are selected for 
Grand Jury ducy? 

FATHER NEIL: 1 was on the ALameda 
County Grand Jury in 1970, And one 
reason why there are so few Blacks, 
poor and young people on the Grand 
jury is because of the way the grand 
jury is selected, Briefly PU describe

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that. Each of the superior cour t judges 
(there are 25 in number) nominates 2 
people, known to them, to be on the 
grand jury. This means they may jusc 
nominate cwo of their frlends* They 
might be memberg of their local John 
Birch Society, their local Minutemen 
society, their loc al Kiwanas, loc al 
Lions, local Rotary clubs, what have 
you, and this is 50 names, From 
these 50 names, 30 names are drawn 
(allegedly at random) to be & grand 
jury candidote. Then, a seconddrawlng 
is held, again allegedly it random, 
f rom which 19 names are drawn to com¬ 
plete the grand jury. The rematning 
II names are subsritiite grand jurors. 
In case the 19 drawn cannct continue 
to fu netton, they would be replaced 
from the 11*

ware 6 bïacks; 5 of us were drawn. 
Blacks have never enjoyed those odds 
before. Five out of 6 were drawn on 
the 1970grand jury. Anpther interesdng 
thing is that during the year, one of 
the Blacks and one white had to leave 
the grand jury, because they had moved 
out of ïown. They went back to the 
rematning panel of jurors, and they 
drew one white name and the remaining

Black, Those odda were quite remark- 


able* That*s why 1 say the drawings 
are allegedly at random. This year, 
I believe, there were one Black, one 
Chicano and two or three orlencaLs. 
So, 1970, in my opinion, appeared to 
be_ the year for the Blacks* But any way, 
the reason that so few young* ïïiack 
and poor people are on is because the 
Judges do not nomlnate people from 
tbese consticuencies. They say that thev 
dorTr know any, which may or may 
not be the case. This is why it is so 
important that communlty groaps 
of these constituencies (of the Biacks, 
young, poor and other ethnic mtnorl- 
tiee) submit names, to the superior 
court judges, of people who would be 
willing to serve on ihe grand jury, 
since they say they do nor know of 
anybody like this* lt is perfectly legal 
and perfectly all right to do it this 
way, for groups to submit names to 
the judges, so that their names may 
be placcd in the hat. 

One other reason that there are few 
ethnic minorities on the grand jury is 
that the time involved is tremendous* 
It takes about 3 tlays a week, and the 
pay is only $5 a day and most werking 
people do not have the time; nor do 
they have the kinds of jobs that would 
allow them to cake 2-3 days off 
during the week; nor is rhe pay that 
rhey get from serving on the grand jury 
commensurate with their snlaries. 


However, there is no reason why 
people on welfare should not be allowed 
to serve on the grand jury* They have 
both the time, and, if they're getting 
their welfare allotmenc, they don thave 
any worry aboutfinances* Thenames of 
people on welfare very definitely should 
be submitted and that would take in a 
loc of folks, a lot of young people, a 
lot of ethnic minorities and a lot of 
poor people* So, the grand jurors 

would be chosen from that constiruency , 
of those who have to receive public 
assistance. An argument leveled 
agatnst this is that these people do not 
have enough expertise in business 
mattere. Well this is a big hoax in 
my opinion, because anybody who has 
to receive public assistanceknows that 
welfare department inside and out* 
Al so, knowl ’dge of business or ex¬ 
pertise is not aprerequislte for a grand 
juror, bccausc of the other folk who 
served on the grand jury* They didiiT 
know their left foot from their right 
hand. They did not have that expertise 
al sll* The only qualifi cadans, asi I 
it, for a grand juror is that you 
have some kind of sensitivity tohunrian 
needs, and jusc be a hitman being.., 

Q: You have recently been elected co a 
position on the Standing Committee 
of the Episcopai Diocese of California* 
CouH you explain more about this and 
what it means to you and to the com- 
mLinity, and would this position take 
ypu awuy from the work that you have 
been doing wiLh communlty groups? 

FATHER NEIL; Vil answer your last 
question first* No* It will nnt take me 
away, and I would not accept the position 
if it did; but, no, it would not. 1 
might also say that it does not mean 
that 1 wil! have to leave St* Augustine 11 s 
and move over to San Fr and scoor any- 
thing like that. ï'm serving on the com- 
mittee wlth no salary r * 1 don't give up 
St. Augustine’s or any thing like that* 
lt will not take me away from what I 
have been doïng, 

The Standing Commlrree is a com- 
mittee of the diocese, sometbing like 
the Central Committee of the Black 
Panther Party* in that it is the body 
that functions and mak es Important de - 
cisions in volving the affairs of the dio¬ 
cese of California* Some of ite functions 
are these: If the Bishop of the diocese, 
who is the head of the diocese, cannot 
function, he may be UJ, he may retire, 
he may die, ii the diocese is without 
a Bishop for any reason, then the 
Standing Committee is the committee 
that makes the decisions that he would 
in the diocese. That's one of its 
futictlons, one of its roles. Another 
function is that before a congregation 
or a church can venture mto any huge 
financial obllgation or contract, It must 
get the approval from the Standing 
Committee. Before e man can be or- 
dained a priest in the church* he must 
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come before tJïe Standing Committee 
and be approved by them. Then* there 
are other administrative matcers that 
the Standing Committee deals with. If 
some kind of difficulty takes place be- 
tween a elergyman and his congre- 
gation, the Standlng Committee will ar¬ 
bitrale that; some difficulty bet we en 
the priest and the bishop* the Standing 
Committee will arbitrale that, rhere 
ure other important decision-making 
policies the Standing Committee exe- 
cutes, 

’ This ia the ttrst time, to my 


knowiedge, in the history of the diocese 
of California Lhal Blacks have been on 
such a committee. U's important in thr- 
sense char Blacks are finalLy in de¬ 
els ion-making positions at that level. 
l’m jusc one of eight people on the 
Committee* There are some whires on 
the committee that are very sensitive 
and very human and very fine. Christian 
peoplc. At any rate, U's the first time 
in history that Blacks have been inthis 
type of decieion -maktpg process* 
\rjund the country, the different dio«* 
l ” around the country, each diocese 
I nding committee* Often times 

not at thtsdecision-maktng 
' 3 one of the thlngs that 


our union raises, that aïthough Blacks 
pay their aesessmenta, our financial 
obiigatlons to the diocese and so forth, 
we have no share In the decision- 
making process, So, this is a step, 
at least. 


Now how diis position can he used 
to benefit the eommunity* Til just 
have to rely upon the holy spirit of 
God to give me that directïon; and if 
He can use me in this capacity, then, 
believe me, I wlll open myself cp to 
it, 

Q: Since you have known Huey P. 
Newton for some time now, this leads 
to asking your opinion of his last 
trial, in which another jury was un- 
ahle to reach a decision? 

F A rHE R N 31L: My opinion of the whole 
trial was that it was another step in 
the state's attaclt to deplete the fin- 
ancial and the emotional resources, and 
psychological resources, of the Party 
and the cornmunity. 1 do not view this 
past jury's indeeision as a victory at 
alL The very fact that Huey had to go 
through a third trial was unnecessaxy, 
ïn my opinion* The second trial was 
necessary in the sense thar the pre- 
vlous decision was reversed, hut even 
that one (the second trial) wouldnh 
have had to have happened, if the judge, 
from rhp get-go, had done the correct 

thing. 

Even if the verdict had come down 
U - 1, [ would not think that this was 
a vieenry, hecause of rhp very factthar 
he had to go through that. And I think 
it was a waste of time, a waste of the 

taxpayer’s money. I think that this 
should reaüy be brought out. It was a 
waste of the taxpayer’s money and alL 
that money could be used for many 
other chings* It could be used to lm- 
prove conditions in the schools: for 
rehabüitation of men on probation or 
on parole; it could be used to im- 
prove conditions at Santa Rita or ju- 
venile hall, There're m«my chings that 
this taxpayer’s money could be used 
for, rather than to financially support 
the personal vendetta of Lowell Jensen, 
et, al, on Huey P. Newton and the 
Black Pamher Party, I view the in- 
ablllry co reach a verdict nor as a 
victory at all, but as a defeac for 
justice in this country, in this county 
and the world, by the very fact that 
he had to go through it* No matter 
what decision they came out with, even 
if it was acquittal, the very fact that 
he had to go through this mach stuff 
in order co establish his innocence is 
still an indictment on the criminal 
justice in this country,
